(Special Washington Letter) 

The constitution provides that “Con- 
gress shall assemble at least once in 
every year, and such meeting shall he 
on the first Monday in lieocniber, unless 
they shall by law appoint a different 
day.” Unfortunately, the Congress has 
never, by law. appointed a different day 
for the annua! meeting, hut It should bo 
done: and they should also change the 
day for the inauguration of our Presi- 
dents, in deference to the climate of the 
National capital. 

The first Monday in December was 
this year the second day of the month; 
and, on the preceding Saturday night. 
November 80, the Republican members 
| of the House assembled In caucus In the 
Hail of Representatives for the purpose 
of agreeing upon someone of their num- 
1 iter for the Speakership. This is the 
custom of the party which obtains a ma- 
jority at any one of the biennial elec- 
tions. and every two years the Capitol 
! is heated and lighted to receive the ad- 
vance guard of the legislators. This 
I year it happens that the Republican 
party holds a majority of the House for 
the first time since Docetnlter, 1881. At 
| that time Mr. Keifer. of Ohio. Mr 
Kasson. of Iowa, and several other gen- 
tle-men contended for the Speakership, 
and the caucus victory was won by Mr. 
Keifer. The Democratic party has since 
that time held possession of the llouv* 
and has continuously honored Mr. Car- 
lisle. of Kentucky, with the Speaker- 
ship. No matter whom the Republicans 
may elect to succeed him, their best 
man can not lie the peer of John O. 
Carlisle as a presiding officer. This 
generation will not produce his peer, 
lie is, facile princep * , the prince of par- 
liamentarians. and his judgments in the 
chair have been as unprejudiced as they 
have been concise, clear and just. Mr. 
Carlisle will actively participate in the 
debates which are certain to enliven the 
coming session, for he is a natural foren- 
sic leader. 

The Hull of Representatives on the 
night of the caucus is guarded by the 
w atchmen and messengers who remain 
in office front their appointments under 
the last Congress. The doors of the 
House are closed, the galleries scaled so 
tight that not a sound can escape, and 
if the caucus is a long one the air in 
the Hall is-comes almost unbearably 
vitiated, for there will be absolutely no 
ventilation. The reason for all this se- 
crecy is that the Representatives make 
speeches, giving party reasons why this, 
that or the other candidate shall lie 
chosen as the party leader. A great 
deal is said which would not look well 
in print, and very much of the speech- 
making is )>ersonal, with the bandying 
of epithets, when the debate grows 
warm. Two years ago in the Democratic 
caucus, when the candidates for Door- 
keeper were being discussed, one of the 
hon< rahlc gentlemen call another hon- 
orable gentleman "a liar." whereupon 
the last-mentioned honorable gentleman - 
raised his honorable clenched fist and 
sinoto the velvety cheek of the other 
honorable gentleman, and there was 
commotion galore. 

By tiie way, it is funny to nee the i 
statesmen making efforts to keep public 
matters secret from the correspondents. 
In a body of three hundred men there 
is always from one to twenty men w ho 
will confidentially tell some newspaper 
friend, or friends, all alsiut it. Last 
winter, when u caucus w as being held 
and all points carefully guarded, I re- 
membered that there wus a broken door 
in tiie gallery: and it took tint a 
minute to have the watchman at the foot 
of the stairs decoyed to the restaurant 
for a minute, while I skipped upstairs, 
tip-toed to the broken door, and quietly j 
sat there taking notes of all that was 
said and done by the entire caucus. Ike 
Hill discovered me. when it was nearly 
over: but the report was all written out j 
in shorthand before he came upstair; . | 
and his interruption did not prevent the 
publication of u full report next morn- 
ing. 

The Senate does not have to go 
through this parliamentary tangle every 
t wo years. Indeed, the officers of tho 
Venate are seldom changed. Hon. 

< ieorge C. Durham was Secretary of tho 
Senate fornls lit twelve years, und (Ittn- 
i i;il Met (s,k. w ho succeeded him, has 
been in tiie same puuition for six years. 
There is sonic talk of a proposed change 
in the office of Sergeant-at-Arms of tho 
S< nate this year; hut it will probably 
all end in talk. The Senate is a small 
body, comparatively, and always digni- 
fied and conservative. The Senate 
Chamber is not more than half as large 
us the Hall of Representatives, and is 
much handsomer. The flisir is going to 
be somewhat crowded by the admission 
of eight new Senators from the States

The little pages, however, hold the 
real sinecure*. They get 875 per month 
each, and tbeir duties are light for boys. 
They answer call* of member*, and 
carry note* for them hack and forth 
throughout the Capitol, and occasionally 
deliver messages for them in tho city, 
although the latter duty is especially 
tho province of the messengers eallisl 
“mounted pages," who are furnished 
with good horses to carry them from 
place to place in this “city of magnifi- 
cent distances." 

The holding of all these offices is set- 
tled. ultimately, by the caucus. Then 
the lucky statesman who tiecomcs 
Speaker appoints tiie various commit- 
tees of the House, and each chairman of 
committee so appointed has the power 
of appointment of a committee clerk, at 
salaries ranging from S'-.

For the master of Beauvoir lies 
deaikunder the drooping llag of the sad- 
dened city, the li|(ht of his dwelling lias 
if me out and left it lonely for all days to 
eonie. Surely we grieve with those who 
weep tender team of |>ain and trouhle 
and there is not asi|(h of the Gulf breeze 
that sways the swinging moss on the cy- 
press trees sheltering their home, but 
linds an answer on our own burdened 
breathing. 

We rei-all with swi-et sympathy the 
w ifely woe that can Is* measured only 
by tiie sacred depts of wifely devotion;

fort, if we might, the child who, coming 
home, shall for once not Ik- able to bring 
all the sweet splendors of the sunshine 
with her.

Do not 
go tx-blnd the scenes to see any thing 
funny. There you will find thestruggle 
and the serious work of living. There 
you will find the torn costumes and tho 
paint und powder w taich we do not see 
so plainly on the stage. 

There you will see the sham love- 
making which from the orchestra looks 
so sweet and romantic turned to prac- 
tical hatred and the unmuslral discord 
of actual existence. The comedian 
is serious even tinder his red w ig and 
fle.-y dum-gals. The simple rustic 
lx>auty boxes the ears of the call boy, 
and the tenor takes a chew of tobacco 
from the pocket of his scarlet velvet 
tunic.

The 
residue of the estate is divided betweeu 
the son and daughter. Col. Evans’ es- 
tate will amount to lie tween $175,000 to 
$200,000. The will was dated I>ec. 1, 
1880, with W. C. Price and J. S. Robert* 
as witnesses.
